Vincent Lopez, suave scion 
of

cast jazz. 
That was back in 1921,

He avoided political issues. 


RISE OF SALES TAX 


Recalling how the sales tax ap­ 
peared on the horizon during the 
near-collapse of property tax col­ 
lections in depression years, de­ 
manded chiefly to continue school 
operation and finance social secur­ 
ity activities, 
Sen. 
McReynolds 
pointed out that “we have 
just 
about exhausted the tax recources 
of the state.” 
He told how tax­ 
payers’ groups are resisting ef­ 
forts of county officials in

There are several counties in

sale on the m arkets has caused 
a change in the kinds of insecti­ 
cides recommended for use in the 
control of garden 
insects. 
The 
trend is away from the use 
of 
poisons such as lead arsenate and 
calcium arsenate for 
the 
con­ 
trol of chewing insects. 
The sub­ 
stitutes are materials which kill 
the insects and leave no harm ful 
residue on the plant. 
These pro- 


ducts are more 
expensive 
and 
growers must exercise good judg­ 
ment in the use of them. 
The substitutes are made from 
plant materials and are largely 
pyrethrum or rotenone mixtures. 
These can be bought from chemi­ 
cal concerns for making 
home­ 
made dusts, or they can be pur­ 
chased ready mixed. 
Since

substitutes are made 
for 
plant 
products, there is some variation 
in the amount of killing agency in 
the row materials. 
These ma­ 
terials break down readily and 
only a fresh supply 
should

HELPFUL HINTS IN 
1 ASPARAGUS BED TREATMENT 


M ary W ashington is 
the 
best 
variety of asparagus to set if you 
do not have a bed and would like 
to establish one. 
A good planting distance is 4 by 
4 feet, while the depth of plant- 


ing depends upon the type of soil. 
If possible, a planting of around 
eight inches deep can be 
made, 
while for shallower soils six or 
even four inches is permissible. 
The most common mistake 
in 
planting asparagus plants is 
to 
fill the furrow’ up 
immediately. 
The roots should be covered with 
not more than two inches of soil 
at first. 
The filling of the fur­ 
row is completed with the regular 
cultivation of the bed, throwing 
a small amount of dirt in 
with 
each cultivation until the entire 
furrow is filled. 
The popular idea that an appli­ 
cation of common salt will 
im­ 
prove the growth 
of 
asparagus 
plants has not been borne out 
with 
experim ental 
work. 
Salt 
does not act as a fertilizer for an 
asparagus bed. 
If it is to be used 
to control weeds, there is serious 
danger that considerable dam age 
will be done to 
the 
asparagus 
roots since the salt will kill the 
weeds only by having a high con­ 


centration. 
The recommended 
control 
of 
weeds is through cultivation. 
A 
complete fertilizer should be used 
as 4-16-4 plus an application of 
well rotted manure. 
This appli­ 
cation should be 
made 
before 
growth starts in the spring. 
The 
same treatment may be used for 
old well established bed, also.—

Aid To Menus 


The popularity of lamb chops 
is never 
questioned. 
Fine 
in 
flavor, very tender and easily pre­ 
pared, lamb chops are worthy of 
the esteem in 
which 
they 
are 
held.

Since all portions of lamb are 
tender, chops suitable for broiling 
may be cut from the rib, the loin 
or the shoulder, says Inez S. W ill­ 
son, home economist. 
The variety in lamb chops gives 
several cuts suitable for different 
occasions. 
Rib and loin chops are perhaps 
better known. 
The loin chop can 
be identified by the sm all tender­ 
loin muscle and

bone. 


FRENCHED CHOPS FOR 
LUNCHEON PARTY 


Rib chops are often Frenched to 
make them fancy for luncheons or 
special o c c a s i o n s . 
Frenching 
merely means having the 
meat 
scraped from the end of rib bones. 
These ends can be decorated with 
a frill after broiling, if desired. 
Delicious lamb chops may be 
cut from the shoulder, either from 
the rib or arm side. 
If cut from 
the arm side, the chops w ill have 
a round bone; from the rib side, 
part of the blade bone 
w ill 
be 
seen; but in either case, the chops 
are tender and well-flavored and 
can be broiled with satisfaction. 
Saratoga chops are another ver­ 
sion of shoulder 
chops.
